Ap|)earinjf l)efore the house in¬ 
vestigators more than an hour 
after he was supposed to resume 
the stand, the elderly do<‘tor 
asked permission to read a pre¬ 
pared statement. The request 
was denied. 

**ln view of the unfair and un¬ 
friendly attitude shown by this 
eommiltee toward me and my 
organization,** Dr. Townsend 
then said, *‘I refuse to testify 
further and will not appear hers 
again unless under arrest.** 

He pause<l a moment, looked 
at the committee, snap|>ed “good¬ 
bye,** turned on his heels and 
walked from the room despits 
cries of committee members to 
“close the door" and “stop him.** 
The committee imm^lately 
had spectators excluded and 
closed the doors for an exexni- 
tive session.

a quarrel caused by a wild base¬ 
ball toss that broke down plants 
in the garden tended by the lat¬ 
ter. prison authorities .said. 

The fight occurred in the lower 
yard about 10:45 this morning 
just as the rock quarry workers 
were fini.shing their .shift. Beebe, 
who W'as .sent up March 25. 1921 
for the robbery of a bank at Al¬ 
varado. near Oakland, was play¬ 
ing catch with another inmate, 
the warden's office said. The ball 
rolled into Kelly s garden and in¬ 
jured his plants. He threw it into 
a canal and Beebe criticized him 
for It. 

The two convicts were fighting 
within a few minutes and before 
guards could intervene. Beebe had 
dropped to the ground with knife 
wounds in his chest and abdomen. 

The guai'ds were unable to find 
the knife. 

District Attorney Babtock of 
Saciamento was notified and he 
.sai<l he would come to the pri.son 
to investigate. Beebe served two 
terms in San Quentin before his 
committment here. Kelly had 
served one term at San Quentin 
and a prior term here. He was 
about 59 years old and Beebe a 
few years younger.

PARIS. May 21. iiT’i- France re- 
fu.sed today to withdraw her 
sturdy colonial troops from Dired- 
awa, key point on the Italian-oc¬ 
cupied Franco-Ethiopian railroad. 

Official sources said the 150 col¬ 
onials would continue to guard the 
Diredawa shops on the French- 
owned railroad, despite a request 
from Italy that they withdraw. 

Such a withdrawal, these sources 
believed, would be tantamount to 
recognition of the Italian regime 
in Ethiopia. 

In asking that the tioops be 
moved, Italy insisted her arm,v of 
occupation was capable of main¬ 
taining order throughout the con¬ 
quered land. 

Railroad officials al.so declined 
an Italian request that they per¬ 
mit the shipment of 840 tons of 
provisions from Djibouti. French 
•Somaliland, to the Fa.soist troop.s in 
Addis Ababa. 

The request was turned down on 
ground that the road's war-time 
neutrality still is in force.

Col. S. H. Finley, secretary of 
the Metropolitan Water District, 
yesterday outlined the progress of 
the $ 22 ( 1 , 000.000 aqueduct project 
which is destined to bring water 
to Santa Ana and 12 other cities 
in Orange and Los Angeles coun¬ 
ties. Mr. Finley’s addre.s.s w’as de¬ 
livered before members of the 
Santa Ana Kiwanis club at their 
noon meeting at James cafe. 

The aqueduct is more than half 
finished. Colonel Finley told the 
club. Over 70 per cent of the 92 
miles of tunnels have been com¬ 
pleted with the exception of lining 
them. In all, there are only seven 
miles of tunnelling left to be done. 

”As the re.sult of unforseen 
ditficultres encduntered in tunnel¬ 
ling through the San Jacinto 
mountains, the project has been 
delayed approximately seven 
months,” Colonel Finley .said. 
"Water was encountered 800 feet 
below the surface of the mountain, 
and the original contractor for the 
pioject was unable to cope with 
the situation. Consequently, it 
was essential that he withdraw. 
At present the entire project is 
under the direct supervision of the 
M. W. D., and our own men are 
doing the work. At our pre.scnt 
rate of progress. It is anticipated 
that water will be first delivere<l 
in the district over the canal In 
April, 1939. The actual w'ork of 
construction will be completed 
several months before that date. 

"The present setup is adequate 
to care for three times the num¬ 
ber of cities provided for in the 
M. W. D. There is a movement 
under way at present whereby the . 
entire area of Orange and Los An- ' 
geles counties will be included in ' 
the district. There also is a i 
movement to include the city of 
San Diego in the district."

Mr. Smith has just completed an 
extensive trip through Coast cities 
during which he .surveyed u.sed car 
marketing conditions from the buy¬ 
er’s viewpoint in collecting mate¬ 
rial for u.se in connection with 
articles he is preparing for na¬ 
tional magazine relea.ses. 

Warns of .Abuses 

He states that upwards of l.q,- 
000 used cars are being put into 
the hands of new owners each 
month in Southern California. He 
feels that such an expanded market 
is worthy of considerable analysis 
as to bu.sine.ss practices employed, 
especially by the buyers, if they 
are to protect their investment. 

Unfortunately there are no stand¬ 
ards for the grading of used cars, 
he .said, although the busine.ss is 
badly in need of .such standards. 
The word 'u.sed’ wtis adopted to 
.soften the meaning of second¬ 
hand, third-hand, etc. which are a 
little more accurate, but not fully 


descriptive, as a used ear is any 
car. he said. 

I.ike Iti’piitiition 

He states that his survey shows 
that not very many buyers and 
not even many sellers are very well 
informed about the mechanical aide 
of an automobile and that they 
arc, therefore, not competent to 
pa.ss upon the qualities of a motor 
or judge of the soundness of the 
complicated parts of the machine. 
Theicfore, Smith feels that it is 
extremely important that the used 
cai’ buyer use gtcat care iti select¬ 
ing the <lealer from whom the 
purchase is to be ma<le. It being 
e.specially important that he have 
a good reputation for standing 
back of the cars he .sells, and the 
buyer should be ceitain that the 
dealer has a reputation for truth- 
fulne.ss, and that he can deliver 
clear title to the car, he .said. 

His .survey further shows that in 
this regard the u.sed car buyer is 
becoming more particular and gen¬ 
erally is .shunning the practiec of 
just buying anywhere without re¬ 
gard for dealer's reputation and 
that mo.st people now prefer to 
purcha.se from authorized new ear 
dealers who have a reputation for 
fair dealing in the community. 

In this regard. Smith states that 
in most every locality he found 
varying numbers of u.sed car deal¬ 
ers of ill repute who are using all 
.sorts of tricks and devices to .sell 
their mcrchanrli.se.

Mrs. Padgett said that after the 
war department's notification that 
her brother had been Killed in ac¬ 
tion she had "heard he was still 
alive, but we never were able to 
locate him until the veterans’ bu¬ 
reau notified us where he was.”

The act concentrates on price¬ 
fixing and omits the labor provis¬ 
ions which were outlawed by the 
supreme court. Despite the ab¬ 
sence of labor clauses. Lewis de¬ 
clared that his United Mine 
Workers would “join in request¬ 
ing congress to enact the bill at 
once" as the best step to take 
in the circumstances. 

He said it would "operate to 
maintain the equilibrium of the 
coal industry pending further 
study of .stabilization of the in¬ 
dustry." 

Senator Guffey (L, Pa.) intro¬ 
duced the legislation yesterday as 
a substitute for the original Guf¬ 
fey act. The supreme court had 
ruled that provisions for regula¬ 
tion of hours, wages and othe 
labor conditions conflicted with 
slates’ rights.

"We are asked what to do about 
the cicadas," a scientist said. “The 
answer is nothing. The damage 
they cause is negligible. There 
may be some damage to -small 
trees, but that is all. 

"The only harm they do is in 
cutting the bark of woody stems 
to deposit their eggs. If the egg 
deposits are too numerous on a 
small twig, the twig may drop 
off. But the locusts do absolutely 
no damage to flowers and vege¬ 
tables. 

"But wait until June. The ci¬ 
cada begins to sing in June and 
there is going to be quite a din 
in the Eastern United States.” 

The cicadas complete their mat¬ 
ing and die off early in July, 
the scientist added somewhat 
.sadly. 


WASHINGTON. May 21. (/P>—

locusts. 

The Gardener of the emba.ssy, 
noticing the locusts among his be¬ 
loved .shrubs and flowers, put in 
an urgent telephone call to the 
department of agriculture and in¬ 
voked diplomatic immunity. 

The official entomologists ad¬ 
vised him today that the thing 
to do was just sit tight; the lo¬ 
custs, they said, are virtually 
harmle.s.M. 

They warned, however, mat the 
British diplomats, like other resi¬ 
dents of the Eastern United 
States, must prepare for a long, 
loud and persistent serenade when 
the locusts begin courting next 
month. 

The periodical cicada—IT-ycar 
locusts has begun to make its 
appearance in many parts of the 
east and the scientists said their 
telephones are literally jangling 
off the walla with calls from fran¬ 
tic gardeners.

W ITH a definite armament race under way the world 
over, it is important that the United States continue 
to make necessary preparations for national defense.

The fate of unarmed Ethiopia, coolly and calculat- 
ingly attacked and conquered, is the classic example in our 
time of what happened to an unarmed nation. 

America does not want war, but it does want a red- 
blooded, virile peace, ready at all times to defend our 
homes and families. 

America does not expect war, and hopes that it never 
comes. But when it does, we want to be prepared to 
deliver a smashing blow to those who attack us. 

America stands for preparedness—not preparedness 
for war—but preparedness for peace.

E ven strike methods are going modern. At a big tire 
plant in Akron, between 1500 and 2000 workers are 
staging a “sit down” in protest to employment of a non¬ 
union sub-foreman. 

The ordinary strike consists of a “walk-out,” with 
strikers acting as pickets to block attempts to fill their 
vacant posts. But in the “sit down,” the strikers occupy 
their regular places in the factory—and simply sit there 
until some sort of settlement is reached or some drastic 
action is taken. 

Some good may come from the change, if it averts 
the disgraceful and often bloody clashes between pickets 
and company police or public authorities. But let s hope 
that America finds a way to adjust differences between 
employes and employers without resort to the wasteful 
strike—whether it be a “walk-out” or a “sit down.

on his knees. All of which, as 
we know, wa.s nonsen.se.

Early efforts of that body to 
referee industrial disputes were 
frustrated by injunctions, one 
after another, up to 13. District 
cocirts restraino'l the NLRB even 
from holding hearings to learn 
the pros and eons of each dispute. 

With 13 restraining orders 
against it, the board finally got 
a break. Three circuit courts of 
appeal reversed lower courts, and 
held for the NLRB. District 
judges immediately changed their 
tune, sided with the NLRB in 39 
other injunction .suits.

Let’s Have No Delay 

I T IS to be hoped that a lot of controversial measures 
will not gum up the works at the special session of the 
state legislature next Monday 

Governor Merriam waited long enough as it is before 
summoning the law-makers to Sacramento to deal with 
the pressing shortage of state relief funds, and his four- 
point program is apparently too much for any one-day 
session to handle. 

But since all of these urgent matters deal with the 
welfare problem, it is important that they be acted upon 
with the minimum of bickering and delays—lest the legis¬ 
lature be found guilty of toying with the safety and com¬ 
fort of the state’s under-privileged citizens. 


ULTI.MATUM 

This undercover vendetta came 
to a head some weeks ago, when 
cemmunieation from th-: White 
Hou.se addre.s.seil to authority was 
turned over to Lilienthal by a TVA 
clerk. Morgan deeply resented 
this, considered it complete con¬ 
firmation of his charge that Lilien¬ 
thal was trying to usurp the ehalr- 
m.anship. 

Whereupon he went to the Presi¬ 
dent. asked him not to reappoint 
Lilienthal. Morgan actually in¬ 
timated that if Lilienthal were re¬ 
named, he would quit. (His term 
still has six years to run.) Mor¬ 
gan also suggested several men as 
successors to Lilienthal, among 
them John L. Neeley, a TVA en¬ 
gineer. 

The President, in turn, called in 
Senator Norris of Nebraska, as he 
does on all TVA problems. Norris 
urged the reappointment of Lilien¬ 
thal regardle.ss of anything 
Morgan -said or did. If it were a 
el’oice between the two men, he 
told the President, he considered 
Lilienthal the more desirable. 

The President informed Norris 
he would reappoint Lilienthal, but 
that he did not want to lose Mor¬ 
gan. He suggested that an effort 
be made to bring the two men to¬ 
gether. 

Mutual friends of the two TVA- 
ers have been working on them to 
this end. Last week, with the ex¬ 
piration of Lilienthal's term only 
three days away, Norris urged the 
senate agriculture committee to 
approve his reappointment, even 
though the President had not sent 
it to the senate. This is com¬ 
pletely unprecedented. Tradition¬ 
ally the senate waits for the 
President to act first. 

Nevertheless the committee in 
this case approved David Lilien¬ 
thal unanimously.

Just why a movement designed 
to further human good should 
arou.se such pa.ssionate re.sent- 
ment is one of tho.se inexiilicable 
things. Something like the oppo¬ 
sition against iirohibition, ade¬ 
quate ol'i-age security, the New 
Deal, or the peace movement. To 
hear some fellows beat the air, 
one would think that a "pacifist" is 
the most dangerous creature afoot. 
He should be forthwith cast be¬ 
hind bars where his own virulent 
poi.son would devour himself. Re¬ 
cently, in a meeting I took occa¬ 
sion to protest against some of the 
indecencies so prevalent atxiut us. 
Up came the charge of "purist.” 
Now, that sort of accusation ought 
to silence a person le.ss thickskin¬ 
ned than I. 


But the league is not yet 'leail. 
Ailicle XV'I of the covenant, guar¬ 
anteeing territorial inti'grily, is 
probably dead. Such a guaranti-e 
•shoulil never have been included in 
it. Appeals to force can not lie 
safely lodged with the league. Vio¬ 
lence from Geneva is as bail as 
violence from any other .source. -No 
peace can come from such resort 
to arms.
